Mr. Gilliam stated his po- 
sition to a Constitution representative 
last night in this wise: 

“T find myself in the position of a 
man who has found a valuable object 
for which there are two claimants. I 
am perfectly willing to deliver it to 
the proper owner, but I am anxious 
that there be no mistake. So, until 
there is a decision by the proper au- 
thorities—the courts—I plan to retain 
possession.” 

In accordance with a recent order of

On 
replying that he could, Mayor Candler 
affixed his signature. 

A prayer was then offered by Rev. 
R. C. Cleckler, pastor of the church of 
which Mr. Candler is a member. The 
entire audience was requested to stand | 
during the prayer. 

Mayor Candler then called on the 
clerk of council, Walter Taylor, to read 
the names of the new aldermen, and 
asked that they come to the chair and 
take the oath of office.

Betting on Elections Is 
Made Felony. 


Washington, January 1.—Campaign 
contributions to a national political 
committee would be liimited to one and 


mittee to be referred to the full com- 
mittee tomorrow and placed before the 
senate Wednesday. 

Senators Reed, Walsh and Kenyon 
drafted the bill 4n collaboration with 
Senator Owen, author of the original, 
measure, debated in the senate at 
length before the holidays. Senato~ 
Owen said tonight leaders of both par- 
ties had agreed to expedite passage of 
a bill along the lines proposed. 

The per capita basis would limit 
total contributions to any notional com- 
mittee in a presidential campiign to 
approximately $1,500,000; no individyal 
would be permitted to contribute more 
than $5,000 and contributions by cor- 
porations to any campaign fund would 
be prohibited. 

Another important provision would 
prohibit contributions to a national 
committee within ten days of a gener- 
al election and require a complete re- 
port of contributions and disbursements 
to be filed with the clerk of the house 
of representatives ten days before the 
election. 

Election Betting a Felony. 

Election betting and advertising of 
J betting odds would be made a felony 
and drastic provisions are proposed 
with relation to political advertising 
in newspapers and other publications. 
The bill provides that any person or 
corporation withdrawing or threatening 
to withdraw patronage,. advertising or 
otherwise, from any publication for 
purpose of influencing its attitude shall 
be guilty of a felony. Newspapers or 
periodicals charging for political ad- 
vertising in excess of normal commer- 
cial advertising rates or refusing non- 
libelous political advertisements offer- 
ed at such rates when it opens its col- 
umns to other political advertising, 
would be denied the use of the mails 
for thirty days. 

Further, the measure provides that 
no publication shall publish graFfuitous- 
ly any political matter during a cam- 
paign except that written by its own 
employees, unless the matter is signed 
by the real name of the author, and 
that no political advertising matter in- 
tended to influence an election gshal) 
be published unless marked as “paid 
advertising matter,” with the name of 
the candidate or committce presenting 
it attached.

GERMANY’S HOPE 
FOR END OF WAR 
GOES GLIMMERING 


Berlin, January 1.—(Via London.)— 
The press version ef the reply of the 
entente powers to Germany’s peace 
proposals were received here yester- 
day. A definite statement regarding 
the official attitude concerning the 
document cannot be given before the 
official text has been received, but of- 
ficials intimate that the reply is just 
about what had been expected, taking 
into consideration the preliminary an- 
nouncements from, various statesmen 
in the entente countries, and that Ger- 
many, While disappointed that her hope 
of the end of the blood-letting and 
destruction has vanished, is prepared 
to carry on the war with increased 
vigor and with a united people back 
of her. 

The entente statement, it is inti- 
mated, will probably evoke an answer 
in some form, Germany laying down 
from the gouvernment’s standpoint the 
results of the peace overtures and an- 
alyzing the question of responsibil- 
ity for a fiirther continuance of the 
war. 

Owing to the holiday and the sus- 
pension of the newspapers the note will 
note be published here until tomorrow. 
Its tenor it not known to the general 
public. 

“The text of the entente note replying 
to the peace offer of the central pow- 
ers,” says the semi-official Overseas 
News agency, reached Berlin as trans- 
mitted from Paris by the Havas News 
agency. The general impression here 
is—if this version is correct—that the 
entente answer to the sincere German 
offer, while verbose, nevertheless is a 
flat refusal to end war. This is es- 
pecially regretted for the sake of the 
neutral countries, suffering from the 
consequences of the war. 

“It is pointed out as especially re- 
marKable that the entente note men- 
tions the right of nationalities, al- 
though one of the avowed war pur- 
poses of the entente is the conquest of 
Constantinople and the straits.”

BUSY IN GERMANY 


Thousands of Weapons Are | 
Turned. Out Weekly in 
Preparation for the Spring 
Campaign—Year of Priva- 
tions Expected. 


Berlin, January 1.—(By Wireless to 
the Associated Press Via Sayville, N. 
Y.)—Many thousang guns per week is 
reported to be the measure of the 
effort which 


Germany is now making for the cam- 
the entire manhood force of the nation 


and their regular occupations is being 
concentrated under First Quartermas- 
ter von Ludendorf’s universal labor ser- 
Vice law. 

Counting four months before the 
probable renewal of the world war in 
full vigor on all fronts these figures 
mean a new immense supply of can- 
non of all calibers from field guns up 
to the gigantic howitzers to meet the 
admittedly gigantic effort which the 
entente allies are expected to make in 
this, the third year of Kitchener's 
prophecy, to turn the scale of the war. 

Along with these guns the German 
factories are turning out correspond- 
ingly styperidous quantities gf ammuni- 
tion and the production of machine 
guns, eack of which virtually replaces 
a platoon of men, has been placed on 
a scale far beyond that of the past 
year. 

The campaign of 1917 will, it is al- 
ready evident, be fought as a wide ex- 
tension and development of ¢he Somme 
battle, witheeven a heavier concentra- 
tion of artillery over a far wider front 
and with lines literally bristling with 
machine guns. Confidence that ineir 
opponents will be unable to break 
through this wall of steel and fire is 
not only expressed by the higher com- 
manders, but also is manifested right 
down into the ranks of the common 
people. 

Workers Taken From Front. 

To produce great masses of war ma- 
terial thousands of skilled men have 
been brought and are being brought 
back from the front and placed in the 
Krupp and other munitions factories. 
These men are replaced in the, ranks 
by levies set free by the universal la- 
bor service bill and by a widespread 
coming out of able-bodied men from 
hitherto exempt occupations. 

Another expected deveiopment of 
1917 is a change in the center of grav- 
ity on.the western front. The Somme 
battle has swept its way into compara- 
tive quietude and, while the military 
experts here naturally are unable to 
predict with certainty the plans of the 
Anglo-French leaders, recent advices 
point to a transfer of the entente al- 
lies’ main efforts to another region— 
most likely. that of Verdun, where the 
French energies’ recently havg been 
concentrated on extending to its orig- 
Inal size the ally port west of the 
Meuse—the most obvious point as that 
nearest to the heart of Germany—for 
the effort to roll back the tide of in- 
vasion, Or in Gase of minor success, a 
point whence operations into the rich 
iron fieldS would be possible. 

The military experts here point out 
that the employment of: British troops 
in large numbers at this point of the 


battle line would be hampered by great 
transportation difficulties, and assert 


that the French reserves are fnadequate 


for any great unsupported effort. They , 
express the fullest confidence that with | 


the balance of artillery strength fully 
restored, as they expect it to be by 
spring, Germany will be able to prevent 
any serious advance at this salient. 


Year of Privations Expected. 


The new year, as far as internal con- 
ditions are concerned, will be a year of 
privations. The increased harvest of 
grains is offset by a ee po- 
tato crop, so that despite the food sup- 
plies captured in Rumania, no prospect 
of an increase in the total ration, can 
be held out for the present, though 
perhaps later it may be found possible 
to provide an extra allowance of meat. 
Dietary experts declare, however, that 
the present ration is entirely adequate 
to support life and maintain working 
vigor, except in the case of those occu- 
pied in heavy work, for whom special 
provision is now being made under the 
appeal of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, chief of the general staff, to the 
rural population for contributions. It 
is maintained that while life within 
the blockade may possibly become in- 
creasingly unpleasant, the military ef- 
ficiency of Germany will not be dimin- 
ished. 

In foreign affairs the new year, of 
course, dawns under a sign of peace 
overtures. The entente’s official reply 
thereto has not yet been received, but 
little expectation is entertained here 
that it will be favorable, or that even 


assisted by the United States and other 
neutrals, the peace movement will for 
the present have tangible results. 
There is considerable discussion re- 
garding Germany’s probable plans in 
case of an expected positive refusal 
of the entente powers to enter upon 
a conference.

New York, January 1.—Success in 
obtaining pledges for $4,000,000 toward 
the $5,000,000 church pension fund be- 
ing raised for Protestant Episcopal 
clergymen and their dependent fami- 
lies was announced here today by 
Bishop William Lawrence, of Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the fund com- 


mittee. 

“This great sum of money its the 
largest the ehurch has ever raised in 
so short a time,’ Bishop Lawrence 
said. “The campaign, which began 
March 1, 1916, will end on March 1 of 
this year. On that day the _ entire 
$5,000,000 must be in hand: otherwise, 
we are not entitled to keep the $4,000,- 
000 now pledged. We are confident, 
however, that the extra $1,000,000 will 
be raised and that this pension system 
will be formally established to provide 
substantial life annuities for aged and 
disabled clergy and the widows and 
dependent orphans of anceaned clergy.” 

The plan as described -in an an- 
nouncement by the committee is “based 
on thorough investigwation and 
nized acturial principles.” It 
culated to provide a minimum old age 
pension of $600 to clergymen who vol- 
untarily retire at the age of 68, while 
the maximum is to be for half the av- 
erage salary. 

A disability pension also is to be 
provided, available at any age, reck- 
oned on the basis of 40 per cent of 
the average salary for five years of 
service preceding involuntary rexire- 
ment, with a minimum of $600. Under 
the plan widows will receive half of 
the pension the husband would have 
been entitled to if he had lived, reck- 
oned from the time of marriage, which 
must have been contracted before re- 
tirement, the minimum being $300. 

Orphans’ benefits are to be on a flat 
basis of $100 annually up eo the age of 
7 years; $200 to those between 7 and 
14, and $200 to those above 14, until 
thev reach majority, all such benefits 
ending, however, when the recipient 
ceases to be dependent. 

The $5,000,000 being collected now 
is to enable the fund to commence im- 
mediate payments to clergymen who) 
will retire during the early years of 
its operation. The perpetuation of the 
system is to be maintained through 
annual payments by each parish of 
7% per cent of the reetor’s salary. 

Without the $5,000,000 fund, it is ex- 
plained, under the 7% per cent collec- 
tion alone, “no pension would be paid 
until] some of these men were disabled 
or until thev retired at the age of 68, 
approximately 40 years hence. In or- 
der, therefore, to make possible a sys- 
tem which will in some measure as- 
sume already existing obligations and 
atone for the neglect of an adequate 
pension system in the past, a substan- 
tial cash reserve is required imme- 
diately. This explains the $5,000,000 
fund which is now being collected.”’ 

Pensions for ministers, the state- 
ment says, is social justice, and it is 
‘a strange anomaly that the church 
has lagged behind business corpora- 
tions and governments in this matter.”’ 
It is stated that unless the reserve 
fund of $5,000,000 has been definitely 
pledged by March 1, no pension plan 
whatever will be inaugurated.

GEORGIA AGAIN LEADS 
IN LYNCHING RECORD 


54 Persons Lynched in United 
States in 1916—Over 1-4 of 
Them in Georgia. 
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Tuskegee, Ala., January 1.—Hobert R. 
Moton, président of the Tuskegee Nor- 
mal and Industrial school, the Booker T. 
Washington school, has issued the year- 
ly. statement as to the number of 
lynchings in the south and the cause 
of them during 1916. . The statement 
follows: 

In view of the widespread discus- 
sion of the causes back of the migra- 
tion of negroes to the north it is time- 
ly to consider the lynchings for the 
year just closed. I find, according? to 
the records kept by Monroe N. Work, 
heac of the division of .records and re- 
search of the Tuskegee institute, that 
in 1916 there have peen 54 lynchings. 
Of those lynched fifty were negroes 
and four were whites. This is four less 
negroes and nine less whites than were 
put to death in 1915, when the record 
was 54 negroes and 13 whites. Included 
in the record are three women. 

Fourteen, or more. than one-fourth 
of the total lynchings, occurred in the 
state of Georgia. Of those put to death, 
42, or 77 per cent of the total, were 
charged with offenses other than as- 
sault. The charges for which whites 
were lynched were murder, three; sus- 
pected of cutting a woman, one (this 
& Mexican). 

The charges for which negroes were 
put to death were: Attempted assault, 
nine; killing officers of the law, ten; 
murder, seven; hog stealing and as¢ 
sisting another person to egcape, six; 
wounding officers of the law, four; as- 
sault, three; insult, two; for each of 
the following offenses one person was 
put to death: Slapping boy, robbing 
storé, brushing against girl on street, 
assisting his son, accused of assault, 
to escape; entering a house for rob- 
bery or some other purpose, defend-

“The House Built Upon: 
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BITAN AND GERMANY 


Britain Can’t Grasp Germany’s 
Hand Again Until Latter 
Is Defeated. 


London, January 2.—‘“A great gulf is 
fixed, red with the blood of peaceful 
non-combatants, between Great Britain 
and Germany,” according to Sir George 
Buchanan, British ambassador to Rus- 
sia, @S quoted by a Reuter’s dispatch 
from Petrograd. | 

“We cannot grasp Germany’s hand 
again until her armies have been de- 


meating the whole nation exercised,” 
Sir George is quoted as having said 
at the annual dinner of the English 
Club of Petrograd last night. 

“During the last twenty years,” he 
declared, “Great Britain more than 
once has been accused, not only of 
wishing to secure the lion’s share of the 
spoils, but of thwarting the realization 
of Russia’s traditional ambitions. Pre- 
mier Trepoff’s recent statement in the 
duma iaid that bogey at rest forever. 

“The British government, when first 
approached on the subject of Constan- 
tinople and the straits early in the 
spring of 1915, immediately expressed 
its whole hearted assent. We want 
to see Russia largely compensated for 
all her services and sacrifice; we want 
to help her to the prize she has so 
long dreamed of; we want to see her 
strong and prosperous and we want to 
consolidate for all time the alliance 
which this war has cemented, for upon 
its maintenance depends the future 
peace of the world. That is the corner- 
stone of our policy.” 

Sir George, in the course of his 
speech, said that Great Britain dur- 
ing the war had advanced more than 
600,000,000 pounds sterling to her allies 
for the purchase of war material, which 
otherwise they would have been unable 
to procure; besides the materials she 
supplied direct. 


NEW YEAR GREETINGS 
RECEIVED BY WILSON 


Washington, January 1.—Celebration 
of New Year’s day in Washington was 
without any of the official features 
which have; marked the advent of the 
New Year iin the past. President Wil- 
son held no New Year reception, a 
custom he omitted when he came in 
office, and Secretary Lansing did not 
give the customary diplomatic break- 
fast. Secretaries Baker, of the war de- 
partment, and Daniels, of the navy, 
however, held receptions. 

Cablegrams from practically all rul- 
ers of the world, wishing the president 
a happy New Year, arrived at the white 
house. They came from the heads of 
the belligerent and neutral nations of 
Europe as well as from the presidents 
= South and Central American repub- 
ics. 

President Wilson’s only formal en- 
gagement for the day was a.call of 
courtesy by Prince Mahidol, brother of 
the king of Siam, who was presented 
at the white house by the Siamese min- 
ister, Phya Prabha Karavongse. 

The president sent a cablegram to 
the king of Siam, congratulating him 
on his birthday, which falls today, and 
to the president of Haiti in celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the inde- 
pendence of that country.

MILLION ENDOWMENT 
FOR GERMAN ORPHANS 


New York, January 1.—A million dol- 
lar educational endowment fund has 
been formed by the United States 
branch of the Hilfsverein Dutscher 
Frauen to keep thousands of father- 
less German children out of state in- 
stitutions. 

The ‘society, organized by German 
women, announced tonight that a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of endowment insur- 
ance policies to mature over a period 
of ten zee would be purchased. A 
thousand benefactors will be asked to 
contribute $47.74 each for a period of 
years to pay the‘premiums. The fund 
will be distributed to needy families in 
Germany during the school years. 


Spain Getting Gold. 


Madrid, January 1.—(Via Paris.)— 
The Bank of Spain increased its gold 
reserve by 19,000,000 pesetas during 
last week, says The Diario Universel. 
The newspaper adds that the reserve 
now amounts to 1,225,000,000 pesetas. 
The increase in the reserve since De- 
cember 31, 1914, is 697,000,000 pesetas.

BECOME EFFECTIVE 


Washington, January 1.—New federal 
taxes on incomes, estates, munition 
manufactures, corporation stocks and 
certain businesses, become’ effective 
with the new year today. The taxes 
are provided by the emergency rev- 
very: bill enacted by congress Septem- 

er 8. 

Unmarried persons with net incomes 
of $8,000 or more and heads of families 
with incomes of $4,000 or more are 
subject to pay a normal tax of two 
per cent, intstead of the present rate 
of one per cent, and additional taxes 
are imposed on incomes of more than 
$20,000 by a graduated scale running 
from one to thirteen per cent. A tax

Announcement was made of the ap- 
pointment to the governor's military 
staff of Colonel Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
of the Twenty-second engineers, and 
Lieutenant Walter D. Seligman, of the 
Ninth coast defense command. 

About sixty members of the assembly 
and a majority of the state senators 
were sworn in today.

Des Moines, Iowa, January 1.—Police 
department statistics made public to- 
day revealed that there were more ar- 
rests during 1916 for intoxication than 
during 1915. Total arrests for drunk- 
enness in 1916 were announced by the 
department as 3,472. In 1915, which in- 
cluded six “wet” months and six “dry” 
months, 2,956 persons were’ arrested 
charged with being intoxicated. Sa- 
loons were banished from Des Moines 
six months before state-wide prohi- 


bition went into effect.

AS TO RAILROAD CONTROL. 


In a very striking article published by 
The New York Evening Post, reproduced 
elsewhere, the views of S. Davies Warfield, 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway company, rela- 
tive to the railroad problems of the country, 
prepared by Mr. Warfield, at the request of 
that newspaper, are given. In speaking of 
the concern felt by the employee of rail- 
roads, the railroad itself, the investor and 
the user of railroad transportation, Mr. 
Warfield says: 

“There is the unsettled condition of 
regulation and the determination of where 
it should begin and where it should end. 
There is a question whether there is not 
need for clothing the interstate com- 
merce commission with authority to make 
a rate structure that will, in interstate 
commerce, universally apply; yet on the 
other hand there is the question as to 
whether the interstate commerce commis- 
sion—a federal body—should have the 
power or whether the state should have 
the power to determine whether a rail- 
road shall or shall not build a certain 
Piece of track within its borders -and 
whether this or that class of securities 
should be issued for its payment and the 
conditions under which such securities 
may be issued. There is a grave ques- 
tion, says Mr. Warfield, ‘‘whether a state 
should not be permitted, if it desires so 
to: do, to say what extensions of. rail- 
road tracks and service for the develop- 
ment of territory within its borders may 
be necessary, which almost necessarily in- 
volves the right to supervise issues of se- 
— by railroads required to. bring 
about such result.” 


While Mr. Warfield -does not: undertake 
to make a decision as to the serious ques- 
tions involved, nevertheless, reading between 
the lines of his article, it is evident that he 
feels that the southern country. can be more 
quickly and substantially developed if the 
great additional powers sought to be given 
the interstate commerce commission at 
Washington to control the building of addi- 
tional mileage in Georgia and elsewhere in 
the country—including the right to say what 
securities shall be issued to pay for such 
construction—are not lodged in the inter- 
state commercé commission, but, being mat- 
ters which concern the states, are left with 
them. Mr. Warfield further says: ’ 


“My own opinion is that whatever 
body is to regulate the constructions of 


we have not yet 


railroad mileage and the issue of securi- 
ties to pay for such construction, it 
should be of a supervisory character with 
the veto power, but not the power to 
control the initiative; this was in sub- 
stance the report of the very able com- 
mission headed by President Hadley, of 
Yale university.” 


These two quotations from Mr. War- 
field’s article are of great concern to all the 
south with its millions of unoccupied acres. 
The first question is, shall we Nave a federal 
body sitting at Washington determine for 
us whether we need additional mileage of 
railroad built in any section of this state 
and of the south, and further determine how 


the railroad is to finance it and determine 


what securities it shall issue to build the ad- 
ditional mileage. The second question is, 
should a railroad be compelled to wait until 
either the interstate commerce commission 
at Washington; or a state commission of 
Georgia, says whether it can build a certain 
piece of track, and what securities may be 
issued, or shall a railroad be permitted to 
decide whether this track should Be built 
and what securities should be sold to build 
it, reporting the same to the state commis- 
sion, if the state commission is to continue 
to determine these questions, or to the in- 
terstate commerce commission, if the con- 
gress places this power there, with the veto 
power given the controlling body but not 
the initiative. ’ 

Should, therefore, a railroad be guilty of 
building a piece of track not needed to serve 
the public, but as an excuse for the issue of 
securities at inflated values or for promo- 
tion purposes as in times gone by, the right 
would be given the governing body to step 
in and protect the public. The effect of 
this would be to stop the exploitation of 
railroads as occurred in the past, but at the 
same time give the intiative of the affairs 
to the railroads, which has been a most 
important factor in building up our country. 

These questions are now up for settle- 
ment before congress. It is doubtful if 
there is any man in the country who has 
given closer study to this situation than the 
man who has written this article at the re- 
quest of The Post, and, while he does not 
undertake to say in this article exactly what 
should be done, he ably discusses the prob- 
lem from its various angles and particularly 
from his deep personal interest in the devel- 
opment of the southern section. 

Mr. Warfield certainly makes it clear that 
great care should be exercised in formulat- 
ing any regulating laws in respect to the 
control and supervision of the railroads so 
that such laws may not hamper or serve as 
a barrier to the development of the natural 
resources of any section of the country. He

In response to your request that I give 
you my views as to the railroad situation, I 
call your attention to the fact that there 
are so many controlling factors as yet un- 
solved, that one should be slow to make pre- 
dictions in times like the present. 

The outstanding feature of the railroad 
situation is the new era of public confidence 
in the integrity of railroad management 
which is fast creating a sentiment that will 
d6 more to solve the problems of-the carriers 
than any other influence. In the final analy- 
Sis in this country it is the mass of public 
Opinion that settles questions of s0 sweeping 
a bearing upon the prosperity of the nation 
as those involved in determining what is 
the fair thing to the railroads.. | am opti- 
mistic in my faith that the public is rapidly 
understanding the economic conditions con- 
fronting the railroads and that it can be re- 
lied upon to enforce a commonsense solution 
of all problems connected therewith. | base 
this opinion upon a personal knowledge of 
the views of people in the various walks of 
life. It remains for the proper public author- 
ities on the one hand and the representatives 
of railroad management and labor organiza- 
tions. on the other to crystallize a program, 
which the public can receive with confidence 
as being uniformly just, not only to those 
who labor in the service of the carriers, but 
to those who purchase that service, the pub- 
lic at lafge, and to the investors who fur- 
nish the capital to make that segvice possible. 

Obstacles Not Insurmountable. 

Holding such views the unfavorable points 
in the railroad outlook to my mind are by 
no means insurmountable. They do, however, 
give anyone, no matter what his interest may 
be, whether from the standpoint of the em- 
ployee,. the employer, the investor or the 
user of railroad transportation, much con- 
cern.

system should be adopted, or a plan under 
which regional bodies subservient to the in- 
terstate commerce commission should be dis- 
tributed throughout the country, so that such 
regional bodies would be in close touch with 
the communities of the territory traversed 
or to be traversed by a railroad, or any pro- 
posed extension thereof, and to represent 
these communities. 

The. State Most Effective Instrument. 

Any plan to throw upon the interstate 
commerce commission, as at present consti- 
tuted, the requirement to control the build- 
ing of additional mileage and the issue of 
securities necessary for such construction, 
with all the detail information required for 
the determination of such questions, will un- 
questionably result in retarding the full de- 
velopment of territory which otherwise may 
be developed; and even should the commis- 
sion be enlarged as proposed, there is still 
the question above discussed whether the 
state is not the most effective instrument 
for the determination of questions affect- 
ing the development of its own territory.

substance the report of e very able com- 
mission headed by President Hadley, of Yale 
university. The method of settlement of 
these important factors necessarily will af- 
fect the position of the carriers, both as to 
their ability to-~-properly serve the public 
and to economically raise the money sa to 
do, and their ability to increase their gross 
and net revenue which they certainly should 
be entitled to do if the proper serviee is 
to be furnished. 

We may look forward With firm confi- 
dence for a continued increase in gross earn- 
ings during the year 1917. his can only 
fail by a breakdown in the wisdom of the 
public authorities in what they’ may do 
towards the solution of the problems or the 
railroads, some of which are discussed above, 
and the ratio of net earnings to gross will 
be in proportion to whether fair or unfair 
treatment is received. From a domestic 
point of view-the country is now producing 
enormous amounts of traffic which the rail- 
roads will have to handle in the coming 
year. A termination of the European war 
would open the export business (particular- 
ly of the south Atlantic states), and this 
should more than replace the proportion of 
purely war business now being handled by 
the railroads, particularly of the east and 
middle west. Certainly 1 do not think that 
the end of the war will cause such a slack- 
ening of our national business life as to se- 
riously affect the normal growth of railroad 
either gross or net, if a8 above 
stated, the public authorities wiil give the 
railroads the consideration they deserve. 

Demand for Additional Equipment, 

It is true that practically every railroad 

in the country is at present unable to give 
the immediate dispatch to traffic that the 
ublic would like to have. In this I feel 
hat the public, is, however, taking a rational 
view of conditions and is reasonably consid- 
erate of the carriers under the abnormal 
conditions they are facing. The most urgent 
need of the railroads today is additional 
equipment. The public is aware of the dif- 
ficulty of supplying this need, both as to the 
tremendous increase in cost and the inability 
of manufacturers to take care of the sudden 
pressure upon them for such equipment. I 
am also convinced that the public recog- 
nizes the point of view of railroad managers 
as to the unwisdom of making large -on- 
tracts for equipment at practically double 
the cost of what it was a year ago, when 
railroad managers are confronted with the 
unsettled and vital questions now pending 
and which in addition to those here dis- 
cussed also include the cost of labor; and also 
as to what is to be the definite policy and 
future relations between the railroads and 
public authorities and the attitude of the 
investor in regard to all of these ques- 
tions. 

We are promised a congressional investi- 
gation of the railroad _ situation. By all 
means let us have it. Let it be done in 
a spirit of fairness and a determination to 
get at the facts, and 1 believe that the 
sterling common sense of the people of this 
country will make use of the results of such 
an investigation that will be beneficial to the 
carriers as well as to the public. 

Opposed to Government Ownership. 

tT am unwilling to believe that the people 
of this country either want government own- 
ership or would submit to it. I feel sure 
that the value of private initiative is too 
widely recognized by the American people 
to permit it being displaced in an industry 
so important to the development and welfare 
of the country as the railroads. This initia- 
tive has turned waste places into prosperous 
agricultural communities, it has been the 
main instrumentality in building towns and 
cities, it has given a service that is the chal- 
lenge and admiration of the world for its 
comfort, luxury and safety; ‘we surely will 
not discard the tools which have accomplished 
such wonders when this great American con- 
tinent is not yet one-half developed.

The Author and the Emperor. 

The Kansas City Star says that “Sweden 
mourned the death of Jack London far more 
copiously than she did the death of Emperor 
Francis Joseph. Which is not remarkable. 
Jack London was a favorite in Sweden, his 
book sales in that country reaching 230,000; 
and, besides, Sweden had been, prepared for 
the emperor's death forty years, but Mr, Lon- 
don’s death was very sudden,” ' 
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Mr. Candler’s message to council last night 
follows: 
<-“We meet here to assume the duties of 
the offices to which the people have called 
us and to take the oaths which formally 
bind us to the faithful discharge of these 
obligations. It is in line with precedent 
and will be expected that I speak briefly on 
this occasion. 

“I am deeply sensible of the honor done 
me by the people in calling mé to serve them 
as mayor of the city during the next two 
years, and if possible, I appreciate even 
more keenly the, responsibilities of ¢he of- 
fice. ! : 

“It is a significant, historical fact that the 
representation of society in its final and 
peffected aspect is ,under the figure ofa 
great and beautiful city. Human history had 
its beginning in a garden—it will have its 
consummation in a city. In the movement 
of human life, from the basis of individual- 
ism to that of organized society, there is 
.both a historical trend and the unfolding 
of a Divine plan. Evidently God meant men 
to come together and to work out their salva- 
tion under the conditions of the mass. These 
things being true, the wise and right gov- 
ernment of eities is of tremendous and most 
urgent consideration. This is particularly 


true of American city government at this 
era of world history. The most conspicuous 
fact in-the history of our country is the rapid 
growth of our urban population—a movove- 
ment. which began with the birth of the re- 
public and which has continued with ever-in- 
creasing velocity and volume. In 1790 not 
more than one-thirtieth of tlre people of the 
United States lived in cities of 8,000 inhab- 
itants and upwards. In 1800 one-twenty-fifth; 
in 1820, one-twentieth; in 1830, one-sixteenth; 
in 1840, one-twelfth; in 1850, one-eighth: in 
1860, one-sixth; in 1870, one-fifth; in 1800, 
one-fourth; in 1900, one-third; in 1910 88 per 
cent, and, according to the reports of the 
census bureau recently published, the. per- 
centage is now about 41 per cent, or nearly 
one-half, 


A Nation of Cities. 


“President Washington in 1790 was the 
president of a nation of country people who 
were descendants of British ancestors. Presi- 
dent Wilson presides over the greatest of 
world republics in which almost half of 
the population is made up from all the na- 
tions of the world, dwelling in cities, with 
all the possibilities of good and evil involved 
In urban communities. In the south the recent 
growth of cities is most remarkable, not 
to say startling. The growth of Atlanta is 
nothing short of phenomenal. When I came 
to live in this city forty-four years ago, its 
population was less than 40,000; now approx- 
imately 200,000 souls live within its limits 
and suburbs. Nor has its great increase of 
population outrun its advancement in many 
Other respects. Its commercial, industrial, 
educational and human enterprises have mul- 
tiplied and grown with proportionate speed. 
As the capital of the state of Georgia and as 
the commercial center for the south Atlantic 
and. gulf. states, it has attained an eminence 
of great importance and wide influence. 
These undeniable facts are not matters that 
should appeal to our civic pride alqne, they 
should impress us with our responsibilities 
also. A proper sense of duty should exclude 
vainglorious boasting and cause us to take 
solemn account of our high and sacred obli- 
gations. 

To Serve Whole City. : 

_ “AS we have been entrusted with the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of this important 
and influential municipality, we should un- 
dertake our duties in the most serious spirit 
and with the fixed determination to serve 
the city—the whole city—in singleness of 
purpose and to promote its welfare to the 
very best our our ability. Neither personal 


ambitions, private interests nor factional ends 
nor any other consideration should divert us 
from the straight line of duty which stretches 
Many and great interests will need 


before us. 
our most careful and painstaking attention 
giving to all : 
such service as fidelity and perseverance wil] 
command. 

“The various heads of departments will 
by reason of their very devotion to duty, 
clamor for everything we can do for them 
and more. If they were not thus zealous 
they would be blameworthy, but their praise- 
worthy, zeal may easily betray them into 
over-apyreciation of their special tgsks and 
underestimation of the interest of the city 
asa whole. All are important, and with them 
all we must deal with utmost care—void of 
partiality except as emergency may seem to 
demand. 

“The improvement of streets already ax- 
istent, adequate water supply, efficient fire 
protection, competent, faithful police force. 
health and sanitation, the betterment of 
school facilities and all the other interests 
committed to our hands must have careful! 
consideration., I do not permit myself to 
doubt that all these things impress you as 
they do me—as of great importance. Thev 
are so complex in their far-reaching connec- 
tions with the highest welfare of the city, 
and so urgent in their needs, that it will not 
be a strange thing if the people expect to be 
told in°advance what thing we propose to do 
first, to which expectation !should we yield, 
we would probably in our reply, promise to 
do the wrong thing first. They will expect 
from us more and better things than it jis 
possible for us to furnish with the limited 
revenue which we have with which to obtain 
it. We must be prepared for these unseason- 
able demands and untimely criticisms, be- 
cause we cannot do more than we do. We 
must, by earnest study and prompt investi- 
gation, ascertain the most pressing and de- 
serving needs of the city. This’ we must do 
with our eyes open to the truth. 

“We know that so far as the year 1917 
is concerned just what the ordinary re- 
sources of the city will be.

It ig the 
duty, and should be the pleasure of every 
committee having charge of its respective 
departments of the city government, to see 
that there are enough men or women in that 
department to do its work properly and well, 
but not one man or one woman that is not 
needed for that work.

The Standing Committees, 


“The arranging of your standing commit- 
tees has engaged my most painstaking care, 
guided by the policies which I have tried to 
set forth. It has not been my pleasure in the 
pest to. know as intimatel? as I would like 
many of the genetlemen composing this gen- 
eral council, but in determining respective 
committee work for 1917, I have tried to the 
best of my ability to so apportion it among 
you as will give to the city your most ap- 
propriate and fitting service. I have prob- 
ably made some mistakes; some of you may 
have more to do than you want; some may 
not have the kind of work wanted, but I have 
given to every one of you important work to 
do.

Ex-Mayor W oodward Suggests a Remedy 
For ‘Atlanta’s Financial Condition 


Ex-Mayor James G. Woodward, in his 
farewell message to council last night, de- 
parted from his usual custom of reviewing 
the annual reports of the various depart- 
ments and devoted his remarks to the finan- 
cial situation, charging violation of the city 


charter on the part of council, and offer- . 


ing suggestions for taking care of the city’s 


budget in the future. 
Ex-Mayor Woodward's suggestion for put- 
ting Atlanta in a better financial condition 


was as follows: " 

“The main trouble of the business of this 
city is the want of revenue as well as the 
way the present revenue is distributed. The 
question of bonds has been discussed a great 
deal. Bonds alone would not answer thé 
question at this time. Before a bond issue 
shouid be thought of, the tax question should 
be settled. To float a bond issue of $3,000,- 
000 or $5,000,000 would necessitate an expendi- 
ture annually, for interest, sinking fund and 
upkeep of investment of anywhere from $500,*+ 
000 to $700,000 per year. The city has not 
that amount of surplus revenue and no way 
under present conditions to secure it. I 
should say that the city’s revenue at the pres- 
ent time will not amount to more than $250,- 
000 above fixed expenses, so the issuance of 
bonds without some provision made for in- 
creasing the revenue of the city cannot well 
be considered. I made a suggestion some 
three or four months since, that the tax 
tate be increased to 3 per cent and the 
assessments cut in half from what they are 
at the present time. The trouble is that 
the people of this city are paying too,much 
state and county taxes. They are urbitrarily 
forced to turn in their assessments for the 
county at three-fourths of what the city 
assesses the Pgs rok The result be bine

He referred to the passing up of the Edge- 
wood avenue bridge over his veto as one of 
the flagrant violations of the city charter. 
He said that the action of council in electing 
the purchasing agent themselves and raising“ 
the salary from $1,800 to $2,000 and maki 
the term to two years was in violation o 
the city charter. 

In referring to charter revision, he said: 

“When I was elected to office four years 
ago I took a firm stand tha there should be 
some kind of charter revist that would re- 
move the business of the city from petty pol- 
itics and put it in the hands of men for their 
efficiency. The people well know the efforts 
I have made along that line without further 
allusion at this time. Suffice it to say that 
under the present tan condition, it is al- 
most a matter of impossibility for the city 
to get that efficient service that she is: en- 
titled to, and that she is paying her good 
money for.” 


The School Situation. 

Mr. Woodward devoted some time to a re- 
view of the school] situation. He asked the 
question if the schools were not costing 
more than is absolutely necessary. 

“Are there not too many frills attached 
to our school system”? he questioned. “It ig 
easy to say that more than 75 per cent of 
our school children have not-the time to de- 
vote to frills. They belong to the masses of 
the people who must as soon as possible help 
to support the family. It appears to me that 
it is absolutely necessary that these children; 
in order to secure the solid rudiments of an 
English education, should be allowed every 
moment of their time for studies and not 
frills.” 

He stated that there was appropriated 
for the schools in 1914 $577,213.82. In 1916, 
the appropriation was. $747,313.04, showing an 
increase of $179,099.22. He said changes 
were made during that time whereby the 
eighth grade was abolished and measures 
taken to reduce the number of pupils in each 
grade. 

“I am not questioning the good policy of 
the school authorities in doing away with 
the eighth grade,” he said, “but it does look 
somewhat strange that after such action the 
board now wishes to provide a supplemerit- 
ary high school.” 

He enumerated several large appropria- 
tions for school buildings in 1915 and said 
that in addition to the large increase for 
operation the school board had nded 
$78,739.43 for new school buildings. Fr 
this he argued that the changes had resulted 
in a heavy increase in expenditures. unt said 
since the eighth grade had been eliminated 
91 new teachers had been employed. |

British and French Soldiers 

Believe the Germans Will 
Be Defeated During the 
Year. 


With the British Armies in France, 
January 1.—(Via London.)—The arrival 
of 1917 was welcomed on the western 
front by the British and French sol- 
diers as the beginning of the end 
of the great world war. There may 
be varying views and theories as to, 
how the end is to be brought about, 
but there is no question that through- 
out the British army there is a con- 
viction that the next twelve months 
will bring a victorious peace to the 
allies. Opinion among the British and 
French fighters as to how the war 
will end is divided into two schools. 
The one believes that Germany will 
be willing ¢o grant extreme conces~- 
sions and the other that only mili- 
tary pressure will bring them the 
fruits of victory. Both schools are, 
however, agreed that this is the deci- 
sive year. 

On most sectors of the British front 
th. New Year made its bow with little 
ceremony. So many flares and rockets 
are sent up from the trenches on 
these long dark winter nights that it 
is impossible to say how many of 
these tonight were in honor of 1917. 
There is one section, however, where 
the British artillery followed the prac- 
tice adopted last year of welcoming 
January 1 with salvos against their 
enemy from guns of all calibers. Along 
this front everything from machine 
guns to the biggest of the heavies 
joining in firing first one round, then 
nine, then one, and finally six. “We 
do not know whether the Germans 
recognized it or not, but we will try 
them again tonight,” said an artillery 
captain as he started for a distant part 
of the line to give the necessary in- 
structions. In sending this fiery greet- 
ing to the Germans there was a fur- 
ther complication of difference of 
time, the Germans observing conti- 
nental time, which is one hour ahead | 
ofs the British and French clocks.

London Military Critics Say 
Teutons Are Making No 
Great Headway. 


London, January 2.— Yesterday's 
Russian official communication is re- 
garded in military circles here as dis- 
proving the German claim that the 
Teutonic allies have driven the Rus- 
sians to the Braila bridgehead and 
the belief is expressed that the Rus- 
/Sians withdrew in that vicinity during 
the night with the purpose of preserv- 
ing an even front with their retreating 
army further west, the movement be- 
ing made without pressure from the 
invaders. 

The absence of any reference in the 
latest German communication to pre- 
viously reported attacks at the Braila 
bridgehead is interpreted -here, in the 
light of the Russjan statement, as in- 
dicating that the attackers suffered a 
defeat here. On the other hand the 
Simultaneous assault against Braila 
from the Matchin bridgehead in Do- 
brudja has admittedly attained some 
success, narrowing the ~bridgehead 
slightly and bringing the forces of the 
central powers within about 12 miles 
of Braila on the east side of the 
Danube. 

It is contended by some of the mill- 
tary writers that, although the attack 
of the Teutonic allies has extended 
northward alon gthe Moldavian fron- 
tier, the Russo-Rumanian troops at 
most points have held their ground.

After the elections of the board mem- 
bers Mayor Candler retired from the 
chamber and turned the meeting over 
to Mayor Pro Tem. Kelley. On taking 
the chair Alderman Kelley thanked the 
members of council for signal honor 
they had conferred on him by mak- 
ing him their mayor pro tem.

Councilman Nutting also introduced 
a resolution, which was passed, calling 
for the naming of a committee of three 
council members to meet with a com- 
mittee of three members of the board 
of education and a like number from 
the county commission to confer on 
the advisability of changing the loca- 
tion of the city stockade from its pres- 
ent plate on Greenwood avenue to an- 
other section of the city.

In 1914 and 191s the world consumed 24,581,009 bales of cotton, of which the United States produced 
16,071,000 bales. ‘The constimption in 1915 and 1916 was 21,011,000 bales. [The consumption this year 
will, of course, be problematical, but on the whole the United States can+add to the supply only to the 
extent of its probable current yield of 12,500,000 bales (which includes linters).- | 

Cotton in quantity is produced in British India, Egypt, Russia, Turkey, Persia, 
Mexico, all of which countries are now at war. — 

Collectively the above countries produced in 1914 and 1915, 7,000,000 bales of cotton and because of 
conditions no such like yield can be expected today. It has been said that the consumption of cotton 
generally will fall off because we cannot ship to the Central Powers. This is true, and yet there is an- 
other important fact to be considered, the markets supplied by the Central Powers must be supphed from 

_somewhere else. South ‘America, Colonial Africa and other countries buying formerly from the Central 

Ra@wers must now buy from England, America and Japan, and trade reports of today show that they are 
“doing this. There is a large firm of Japanese buyers in Austin, Texas, and not long since they stated that 
fully a million bales would be shipped to Japan this year (1916). There has been an increase of 500,000 
spifidles’in Japan since last year—total there now of 3,500,000 spindles, 

Again, the net consumption of the Central Powers admits of easy exaggeration, as they possess only 
one-tenth of the world’s spindles, and their elimination has simply transferred the burden of manufacture of 
the finished product to our country in the main, and to others as Japan in a lesser degree. It is further ‘estt- 
mated that one million bales will be used for war purposes, such as the manufacture of munitions and high 
explosives. This would offset in a large way the forced stoppage of demand from the Central Powers.

Sofia, Bulgaria, January 1.—(Via Am- 
sterdam and London.)—Premier Rado- 
sSlavoff, speaking in the Bulgarian par- 
liament in reply to opposition speak- 
ers’ who had criticised the government’s 
conduct of the war, said: 

“IL assure you the essential part of 
Bulgaria’s task in the war is done. 

“To those who are complaining that 
we are seeking too much, I reply that 
we are not fanatics, but that we know 
the aspirations of the Bulgarian peo- 
ple and from the royal manifesto on 
the oceasion of the declaration of war 
you know what those aspirations are.” 

Replying to speakers who had criti- 
cised the passage of the Danube river 
by Bulgarian troops Premier Rado- 
sliavoff said the crossing was expressly 
or@ered by *the Bulgarian high com- 
mand on the ground that the Rumanian 
army ought to be followed and annihi- 
liated by the Bulgarians. In reply to 
criticism of the part the German and 
Austrians were playing in the Bulga- 
rian army the premier said: 

‘*A1] German and Austrian officers in 
Bulgaria are subservient to the Bulga- 
rian command. I make this declaration 


As soon as the legal fight was won, 
the company bought about 2,000 acres 
of rocky, sage-brush land at little ex- 
pense.

Early Movement of 1916 Crop — 


The movement of the 1916 crop has been rapid. More than 95% of it has been ginned. 8,100,772 bales up 
to December 15th has been brought into sight, an increase over the same period of Jast year of 1,415,609 bales. 
The exports to the same date were 2,795,026 bales, an increase of 729,091 bales. The taking by Northern 
spindles were 1,407,261 bales, an increase of 150,442 bales ; by Southern spinners 2,008,295 bales, an increase of 


421,486 bales. Over one-half the 1916 crop (on government estimate) has reached its ultimate destination. 


Unusual Demand 


This fall and winter has been one of extraordinary prosperity for the United States and its ‘hundred mil- 
lion people. Never before has the country been so prosperous. It has been a remarkably firte trading season. 
Few dry goods stores have large stocks after the great business they have done in the last few weeks. They 
will soon have to replenish. When prices are high merchants do not overload; they couldn’t overload, for the 
chief reason that deliveries could not be made by oversold jobbers and mills. Dry goods stores have been 
buying from hand to mouth, either because deliveries could not he made or hoping that goods would be cheap- 
er, but such has not been the case, and the demand for cotton goods next spring is bound to be enormous. 
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Contributing Reasons 


One reason why cotton has been high, of course, has been natural increase of values of all commodities, 
It is not necessarv to go into the causes of this increase, such as a surplus gold supply, huge paper war 
credits, etc. ‘The fast shrinking purchasing power of the dollar is due to some extent to these causes, con- 
sequently all things are high. Some commodities have risen 300% in value, but on a long list of commodi- 
ties an appreciation of about 50% above normal exists. Now the price for cotton for the past six years 
has averaged over I2c per pound, so that this average increase alone, as applied to cotton, would seem to 
warrant at this time not less than 18c per pound basis Middling. 


Future 


The world is at present consuming more than the workl at present is able to produce. ‘There is more 
démand for iron and steel than all the iron and steel plants in existence can turn out. There is more demand 
for foodstuffs than the farmers of this and other countries are able at present to supply. There is more de- 
mand for cotton than the South this year grew. Between 30,000,000 and 40,000,000 men in Europe have been 
taken away from production and made consumers of foodstuffs and clothing. Conditions ugder which they 
live and waste connected with feeding and clothing an army probably doublts the ordinary peace requirements 
for the same men. It might be said that there has been-a sudden added demand for food and clothing for 
30,000,000 to 40,000,000 people. This means that aside from the cheapness of the dollar and the shortness of 
certain grain crops and the scarcity of other materials, foodstuffs and clothing materials generally would be 
higher in price. Should peace come other commodities might fall in price. But it would seem that cotton is 
not so apt to, for the reason that should peace be declared all the spindles of the world would become active, 
of which there are 148,500,000. The markets would be freer, and even with a bumper crop cotton would still 
be in great demand. With the declaration of peace itis estimated that Germany and Austria alone would 
require three million bales of cotton; this being so, cotton should sell at much higher prices.

The meth+ 
ods adopted to accomplish this are 
most regrettable for the reason that 
golf is supposed to be pre-eminently a 
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friendly sport distinguished for good 
fellowship and harmony. Among 
friends it is not supposed to be play- 
ing the game to resort to misstatement 
and misrepresentation, but these have 
characterized the attacks on the ama- 
teur rule and on the executive commit- 
tee from the start. 

“The executive committee has mere- 
Ivy been carrying out the instructions 
voted by the delegates in open meet- 
ing, but it has been painted as an auto- 
cratic, self-willed body of aristocrats 
bent upon forcing their opinions4 
through despite all opposition. Charges 
of unfairness and discrimination have 
been freely made and at the same 
time known facts in the particular 
caseS have been deliberately withheld. 
The executive committee has - been 
silent all the way through because it 
believed that the forum for the dis- 
cussion of these matters was the an- 
nual meeting of the association itself 
rather than the public press. It was 
for these reasons that, in its notice 
announeing the annual meeting it urg- 
ed all clubs to send a delegate in the 
person and to let him go uninstructed, 
so that he might be open-minded and 
unbiased in his decision upon all the 
facts that are to be shown at the meet- 
ing. There would seem to be no fatrer, 
saner method of arriving at a satisfac- 
tory solution of any controversy. 

“It is for the delegates to decide 
whether the game of golf shall be 
maintained upon the _ principles of 
clean, straightforward, decent sports- 
manship, or whether players shall be 
permitted to trade upon it for personal] 
profit. The issue is therefore extreme- 
ly simple and the delegates must align 
themselves upon one side or the other. 
It is either sport for sport’s sake, or 
sport for gain, and no attempt to cloud 
the issue by crafty pleading or ex- 
travagant verbiage will avail in the 
last analysis to shift the decision from 
one or the other of these two proposi- 
tions. 

“The one is an appeal to manhood 
and the best elements in human nature.

TEX RIGKARD IS 
BIGGEST PROMOTER 


He’s a Plunger on Anything 
With the Least Chance. 
Now a Rich Man. 


Tex, if you speak it real fast, sounds 
like a chewing gum, or something to 
cure tired, aching and swollen Feet 
but the Tex here referred to is that 
two-legged, two-fisted, red-blooded 
hombre known to the sports of as man 
continents as there are ag Tex Rickard, 
the daredevil promoter of pugilistic 
entertainments. 

The man who has pulled off three 
world’s —— bouts and who 
has lately been basking in the lime- 
light by reason of his efforts to lure 
Georges Carpentier to America, will 
celebrate his forty-sixth birthday to- 
day. He was born in Kansas City, on 
the Missouri side, January 2, 1871, and 
started life as George L. Rickard. At 
the age of two he took his family to the 
a Panhandle and at five he became 
a Cattle herder. 

At ten he took part in a big cattle 
drive from the Panhandle to Caldwell, 
Kan., the nearest shipping point. On 
that trip he didn't see a single white 
man’s habitation, but lots of Injuns, 
Tex was a cowboy until he was 22, 
when he was elected marshal of his 
home town, Henrietta, which was a 
pretty lively burg in those days, al- 
though now safe as a church. In '95 
Tex pulled freight from Alaska. He 
dragged a sleigh over 300 miles of 
snow to reach Dawson City, the jour- 
ney lasting two months. 

He made several lucky strikes, but 
lost out by opening a gambling house, 
and, flat broke, went to Nome for a 
new start. There he started another 
palace of chance and cleaned up $100,- 
000 a year for four annums. With a 
fortune in his pockets he returned to 
the states and in 1904 landed in Gold- 
field, Nev., where he ened a gambling 
resort. There he de more money 
than he knew what to do with and he 
decided to promote boxing boults as a 
means of getting rid of some of the 
surplus. 

The first Yreal fight Tex ever saw 
wa8S between Terry McGovern and Jim- 
my Britt in New York, and from that 
time he became a red-hot fight fan. 
Tex lost quite a bit of coin in his first 
venture as a promoter, when he staged 
the Gans-Nelson fight at Goldfield in 
1906, but he wasn’t cured of the box- 
ing bug. He went ahead and staged 
a match between: Jeffries and Johnson. 
His original plan was to pull off this 
bout in Salt Lake City, but Ke was in- 
duced to switch to San Francisco. Then 
the governor butted in and the mill 
had to be pulled off at Reno. Even at 
that Tex cleared $100,000. 

After that Rickard went to South 
America and*invested his pile in a 
Paraguay cattle ranch. He now owns 
thousands of acres of grazing country, 
big herds of cattle and many fine 
horses. The lure of the white lights 
drew him back to New York, however, 
and in the last year he has been play- 
ing the role of daredevil promoter 
which made him famous. Tex clecned 
up a big pile betting, on Wilson in the 
last election. v

Increase in Big Incomes. 


War prosperity has doubled the num- 
ber of our citizens having annual in- 
comes of $20,000 to $500,000 in the past 
year as compared with the year pre- 
vious. The receipts from the individ- 
ual income tax show an increase of 
$27,000,000, the total for the year ended 
June 30 last being $67,943,294. 
ing to the estimates of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue this will be 
raised during the current year to $111,- 
750,000. New York paid one-fourth of 
all the corporation income taxes and 
nearly one-half of all the direct income 
taxes collected last year. In the lat- 
ter respect it yielded nearly five times 
as much as Pennsylvania, nearly six 
times as much as Illinois, more than 
seven times as much as Massachusetts, 
and eight times as much as Ohio. The 
five states named paid four-fifths of 
the income tax collected in the United 
States. The states that went repub- 
lican last election paid almost 90 per 
cent of the total, and Ohio about six 
per cent. One hundred and twenty 
Americans have incomes of a million 
or more a year, not counting income 
from capital stock. New York supplied 
74 and Pennsylvania 10. New Jersey 
and- Ohio follow with seven and six, 
respectively, while Connecticut, Dela- 
ware and Illionis have four each. Of 
the southern states having residents 
with incomes of $1,000,000 per annum 
or more, the returns give one aplece to 
Georgia, Missouri and Oklahoma.

VERY STORMY RECORD 
FOR DECEMBER, 1916 


Washington, January 1.—December, 
1916, was set down in weather history 
today as the stormiest month since 
February and March, 1913, when the 
big floods occurred in the Ohio val- 
ley. The weather bureau reported that 
six severe storms had swept in rapid 
succession across the country, bring- 
ing copious rains early in the month 
and heavy snows nearly everywhere 
later, setting new December records for 
heat and cold, knocking out the pro- 
phesies of weather men by unexpected 
veerings or sudden spurts of speed, and 
causing 80 and 90 miles winds without 
much damage anywhere. ' 

Three such storms in a month, even 
without December’s vagaries, are con- 
sidered a good record. 

Between December 2 and 8 a wave 
of heat took temperatures as high as 
68 degrees in northern climes, and a 
week later a cold wave sent the mer- 
cury down to new December low rec- 
ords in many_places, with wide varia- 
tions in localities not distant. Several 
storms moved at\the rate of 60 miles 
an hour. \
